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AMES TIMETABLE 


1838 Iowa Territory designated. 

1846 Iowa became a State. 

1848 First European-American settler in territory that became Story County. 

1853 Story County was named for Joseph Story, an associate justice of the U.S.Supreme Court, apponted by 
President Madison. Nevada was designated county seat of Story County 

1858 la. Agricultural College established by Legislature (March 22nd). 

1859 Trustees of College selected site in Story County. 

1860 Farm House built on I.A.C.Campus. The first building on the campus, it was the home V.H.Fitzpatrick, the 
first farm operator. It is now a Museum on the I.S.U.Campus. 

1862 Hoggatt School, a Washington Township School, located on the Hoggatt farm, opened. Sara Emery became the 
first teacher. Several Fltchpatrlck children were her pupils. Miss Emerey boarded at the Farm House. 

On July 2nd Congress passed the Morrill Act creating the Land Grant Colleges. The terms of that act were 
accepted by the Iowa Legislature in special session on September 3rd. The Iowa Agricultural College was 
not, at the same time, designated as Iowa's recipient of the Land Grants provided. (See: 1864) 

On November 19th Billy Sunday, first nationally acclaimed evangelist, was born on grandparent's, Cory, farm 
at Ames. His birthplace is now within the Ames City limits. 

1863 Plans were discussed for a town to be called 'Collegton* and located near the Agricultural College. If 
such plans were ever drawn they were never recorded, and the town never existed. 

In June that year, John I.Blair, the railroad builder, traveled with Congressman, Oakes Ames, and 
V.V.Valker, Blair's Assistant, from Cedar Rapids to Council Bluffs. Blair was selecting the best sites for 
stream crossings for the railroad then under construction. They traveled by stage coach througi this area 
where later the town of Ames would be located. 

Alexander Duff, of Syracuse, Onondaga County, N.Y. purchased 120 acres of land near the western edge of 
Story County, Iowa. He and his wife, Cynthia, then established their home here. 

1864 On March 29th the Iowa Legislature, following a period of debate between the interests of the University of 
Iowa and the Agricultural interests of the state, granted the state's Agricultural College the supporting 
grants provided by the Morrill Act. (See: 1S62) 

On August 20th Lucian Hoggatt sold land to Cynthia O.Duff Land located approximately between Grand and 
Clark Avenues in present day Ames. At about the same time the Duffs also purchased land from Samuel 
Hiestad, Isaac Black, James Brooks, and Nathan Andrews in the same and adjoining sections. 

On November 26th Cynthia O.Duff sold land that the Duffs had purchased from Hoggatt to John I.Blair, the 
construction engineer for the Cedar Rapids and Missouri River Railroad, who needed some of that land for 
the railroad's right of way and for the Original Town of Ames. 
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Original Town of toes Platted Dec.17th by Charles Irish for Blair. Located between Duff and Burnett 
Avenues and between the railroad tracks and a half block north of Elgith Street. 

In January the plat of Original Town of Ames was recorded in Nevada. 

First Ames Depot built near Duff Avenue. Workers boarded at the Duff farm heme. 

First Congregational Church organized. 

First house in Ames was built by Noah Webster. That house today is located in the eight hundred block on 
Crawford Avenue. Originally located where Adams Funeral Rome in now. 

First scheduled passenger train came through Ames in June that year. 

First Methodist Church organized. They then built the Methodist Chapel on the northeast corner of Kellogg 
and Onondaga (Main) Street. 

Congregational Church building dedicated October 7th on the northeast corner of Kellogg and Sixth. 
Population of Ames: About 100. 

That year the Hoggatt school was first used as a school for children from the village of Ames. Henry May, 
who had been with the U.S.State Department during the Civil War, became the first teacher for Ames 
children. 

With more children in the village of Ames, a sub-district school committee of Washington Township was 
formed with William West, President; S.B.Farwell, Treasurer, and Henry May, Secretary. Also, a two story 
frame school house with two rooms was built where the Lincoln building is today on South Kellogg Avenue. 
Henry May continued to teach in te higher grades in that building for a time. 

The Ames Intelligencer newspaer established by Mr.A.McFadden as it first editor-publisher. Remained a 
weekly paper under John Duncan between 1882 and 1889. Next came S.and S.K.Wilson, then the Hodson Bros. 
Became a daily under F.R. and M.C.Conway, starting with the November 9,1911 issue. W.G.Williams . as 
publisher-editor, announced change back to the Weekly Intelligencer on April 14,1913. Tribune name adopted 
in May 1913. For a time was the Tri-Weekly Tribune . Merged with the Ames Evening Times in late June of 
1919. Name then was the Ames Daily Trlbune-and Evening Times . Later the name became simply the Ames Daily 
Tribune-Times . Times was eventually dropped from the name. (See also: 1892, 1921, and 1929) 

The First Baptist Church of Ames was organized. 

That Spring Ames women effectively organized and closed down Ames' first saloon. 

The sale of intoxicating liquor ('wine, beer or spiritous liquors') was prohibited within two miles of the 
Iowa Agricultural Collge by act of the State legislature on April 7, 1868. 

First students attend special preparatory sessions at I.A.C. on October 21st. 

I.A.C.Classes started on March 17th College enrollment for 1869/70: 192. 

On May 10th, the Golden Spike was driven at Promentory,Utah as the first transcontinental rail symstem was 
completed. Ames was on that first transcontinental rail system. 
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On December 18th Ames voters approved the incorporation of Ames. 106 ballots were cast. 81 for - 
opposed. William West was then elected Ames' first Mayor. 

1870 Population of Ames: 636. Incorporation was completed. 

1872 First I.A.C.Graduation was held November 13th. 

The Baptists dedicated their first church on the northest corner of Kellogg and Fifth Street. 

1874 The narrow gauge Des Moines & Minnespota Railroad built its line from Des Moines to Ames. As the Des 
Moines S. Minneapolis Railroad it was built as far north as Callanan (now Jewell) four years later. That 
line was bought by the Chicago S. Northwestern in 1884. 

1875 Population of Ames: 820. 

1877 Ames Town Council entered into an agreement with the C.& N.W. Railway to connect to their water supply in 
case of fire. This Involved only an 'on top of the ground 1 water line connection on an emergency basis. 

'Woman's Suffrage, Pro and Con* was the publicized topic discussed by two orators at a campus meeting 
during the week of May4th. 'They took well,' theAmes Intelligencer reported (meaning the orators) 'as 
there was no traveling through the corridors of time for far fetched example to prove their points. They 
were modern in every respect.' 

The Ames Cornet Band was organized. 

The Nichols and Maxwell Livery and Feed Stable was advertising the 'best horses and the best rigs north of 
Des Moines. Traveling men carried to any part of the county at reasonable terms on short notice.' 

1878 The first telephone in Ames was a string phone between the Ames Drug Store and Dr. Beverley's office across 
the street. 

1880 Ames population: 1,153. College enrollment: 281. 

First magnetic telephones installed in Ames. Switchboard was in the Bigelow, Huntington and Tilden Store. 

In August, Ames physician, Dr. James Bradley, paid $12.50 an acre for 100 acres of 'wild land' about where 
the Ames Golf and Country Club in located today. 

1881 Captain Wallace M. Greeley organized and became president of the Unnion Bank. The bank was formed by the 
consolidation of the banking interests of W.D. Lucas and the banking house of Greeley and Rainbolt. The 
Union Bank became the Union National Bank in July of 1884. (That bank through a series of bank mergers 
over the years, has become the Firststar Bank of today.) 

The Hutchison Brothers Coal mine opend that year. Located three miles west of Gilbert Just west of the 
Boone County line, it was operated until 1899. Once employed 80 men and was the coal supply for Iowa State 
College at one time. Neasrby Zenorsville one had a population of 200 people. Up to 400 people attended 
annual reunions here beginning in 1918. Some Zenorsville buildings were moved into Gilbert when the 
mines shut down. 

First long distance lines were installed at the Iowa Agricultural College. First long line into an Ames 
residence was into the home of I.W.Brown. (See: 1878,1880,1917,1921) 








First brick school house In Ames opened. Became known as 'Central School* served as Grad School, Hlcfc 
School, and Junior Hi$ School. Original building removed 1937, replaced by new High School In 1938/39. 
Today has been renovated and is Ames' City Hail. 

1882 Capt. Wallace M.and Mary Greeley built their new home on the northest corner of Douglas and Fifth Street. 
They moved the Webster house to a new location. (How the Adams Funeral Home.) 

1884 In June the City Council voted $100 to improve a park to be acquired from the Blair Town Lot and Lan 
Company. Totay it is the Band Shell Park. 

1885 College Hospital (Inown as Sanitary Hall) was established with Dr.Fairchild, Ames physician, named first 
College Phylsclan. He spent half days on campus. 

The Monitor , a weekly newspaper, with E,W,Clark its publisher and editor, began publishing In August. 
Discontinued publication in August 1886 after Clark's death. 

Population of Ames: 1,317. 

1886 Major Fire on Main Street on January 18th. The Hulitt (American Legion Building there today), Brown and 
Barroll buildings located in the center of the 300 block (north side) of Onondaga (Main) Street were 
destroyed. 

Ames builds its first town hall. Located on Kellogg and Fifth. A two cell jail included. 

1887 Amnother major fire on Main Street east of Douglas on October 4th. The Opera house building located second 
door east of Douglas corner on the north side of the street and three other frame buildings to Its east 
were destroyed. 'Can Ames afford to longer be without a waterworks?' - wrote the Ames Intelligencer's 
editor. 

Methodists sold their Chapel located on the Main and Kellogg corner to the Christian (Disciples) Church. 
It was then moved up to the southeast corner of Fifth and Kellogg. 

The Methhodlsts built a new church of the southeast corner of Kellogg and Sixth Street. 

With four churches located within a block on Kellogg, that street became known as 'Church' street. 

The United Brethren Church was organized that year. Located on southwest corner of Kellogg and Second 
Street. Built a new church in 1922. United with national body of the Evangelical Association in 1946. 

As Evangelical United Brethern Church they relocated at corner of Hoover and Twentieth Fourth Street in 

1963; they then merged with the United Methodist Church in 1968. The Hazarene Church acquired the United 
Bretheren's former church building in 1963 and remain at the location today. 

1890 Tllden Store built new building replacing the frame building built in 1868. Located next to Greeley's bank 
on the Douglas corner on north side of Onondaga (Main) Street. 

Union National Bank also built new building on Douglas and Main corner that same year. This building and 

Tilden's building, of similar design, were remodeled in 1916/17 at the same time. Both buildings still 
stand. 

Ames population was 1,276. College enrollment was 297. 
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Equal Rights Society met with Mrs. R.E.Stevens. 

Carrrle Chapman Catt spoke at the Congregational Church on subject of women's suffrage. 

Ames Street Railway Company, known as the Ames & College Railway, or more often as the ‘Dinkey 1 , was 
incorporated September 20. On October 15, the Town Council granted a franchise to operate on Ames streets 

In January the Trustees of the College granted right of way across the I.A.C. campus to the ‘Arnes Street 
Railway Company, their successors or assigns.' An agreement was also entered into between the College and 
the Railway for the rail company to pick up college mail at the Ames Post office and make delivery to the 
College. 

On July 4th the Ames & College (Dinkey) made its first run between downtown Ames and the campus. 

H.L. Munn established the Munn Lumber Company located at the east end on Main Street. 

First water tower was built (wood cosnstruction) next to original Town Hall on Kellogg. 

Story County Bank moved into new Building on northeast corner of Main & Douglas. Building, wl*■ new 
exterior brick, still stands. Gas office Is now located there. George Douglass, for whom Daous.as(s) 
avenue was named, had an ownership interest in this building. 

J.L.Stevens arranged for construction of the 'Opera House' building on the northest corner of Onondaga 
(Main) and Kellogg. A double store front building it provided alarge auditorium for public meetings on its 
entire second floor. Layer that year J.L.Budd acquired a half interest in this building. Building was 
divided into two buildings in 1903 with sale of east store building to J.E.Davis and A.L.Potter. Musicals, 
plays, and Ames High graduations held there until after 1903. Opera House facility replaced the building 
that had burned in 1887 in the block east of Douglas corner. 

The Ames Equal Rights Society was holding regular meetings. Mrs. R.E.Stevens was president and 
Mrs.A.J.Richmond was secretary. 

The Ames Evening Times a weekly newspaper founded by Lon Hardin. Became a daily with the February 11,1916 
issue. After Hardin's death in 1916 it was continued until late June of 1919 whwn it merged with the Ames 
Ilifems becoming the Ames Daily Tribune and the Ames Eevening Times . (See: 1868) 

On December 31,1892 the citizens of Ames voted to annex the area west of Grand Avenue including the campus 
of the Iowa Agricultural College and a large area south of the campus as well. The annexation was made a 
matter of record on January 2,1893. 

The first Sunnit Coal mine opened that year about four miles northeast of Gilbert. Successfully operated 
for several years. Explosion and fire in the shaft on October 18,1895 was fatal to four men at work in the 
mine. S (Source of coal for nearby area residents. (See: 1924) 

Ames population: 1893. 

John Cole built the double front store building east of Kellogg on south side of Main Strteet for Prof. 
J.L.Budd. Building first occupied by the Fair Department Store founded that year by J.Jacobs. Building 
still stands in good repair. 









On July 8th, a Light Plant franchise was approved by the Town Council, but the prospective private company 
failed to comply. 

Ames voters approved establishing a municipally owned electric light plant. 

First street lights installed on Main Street/ 

Ames population: 1,893. 

Iowa Agricultural College became The Iowa State College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts. (See: 1959) 

President Beardshearannounced on August bl8th that the College had purchased a large tent with a 3,000 
capacity for use of campous during Excursion Days. 

The Episcopalians held their service in their new church building for the first time on the last Sunday in 
December. It was located on north side of Fifth Street between Burnett and Clark Avenues. (See: 1929) 

Roman Catholic Chruch, the Church of the Good Shepherd organized and met in their first Ames church on 
November 1st. Located on north side of Boone Street (Lincoln Way) one block west of present D.O.T. 
Became St.Cecilia in 1906 when the congregation built a new brick church. 

Ames population is 2,422. I.S.C. enrollment: 940. 

Chicago & North Western built new depot at Ames. The railroad also that year converted to a two track 
system. That same year construct began on the C.i.N.W.'s ‘great bridge 1 over the Des Moines River west of 
Boone. 

Removal of fill dirt from the hill side just west of Brookridge Avenue created a ‘borrow 1 area where tennis 
courts are today. 

‘Old Main 1 , the first college building on campus, was nearly destroyed by fire on December 10, 1900. North 
wing of building was destroyed. A second fire on September 14, 1902 destroyed the south wing of the 
structure. Replaced by the present building, Beardshear Hall, completed in 1906. 

The I.O.O.F (Odd Fellows) built a three story building on the north side of Main Street a half block east 
of Kellogg. 

The Ames Evening Times moved into new building at 409 Douglas on January 8th. Builder was Ben Cole with 
Bert Seymour doing the carpentry work. Building got new front when the Masonic Building was built adjacent 
in 1915/16. Purchased by Tilden Groery Company in 1915 . Was Milepost newspaper office for several years 
after about 1940.. 

Chautauqua program organized for Ames. 

Ames Savings Bank was founded by A.J.Graves. This bank evolved into the First National Bank of today. 

Located at 216 Main Street. (Subway restaurant there today) 

Iowa State College designated by Thirtieth General Assembly to act as a Highway Commission. Anson 
Marston and Charles Curtiss were named the first commissioners. Thomas B.MacDonald, I.S.C. 1904, was named 
assistant engineer to be in charge of field operations. MacDonald later became the first Chief Engineer of 
the Commission. 




Carnegie Library built on corner of Douglas and Fifth Street. Capt. and Mrs, Greeley provided the lots and 
the Carnegie people provided a $10,000 grant. 

August 17th urked the beginning of the Ames Chautauqua. First located between Sixth and Hinth Streets in 
what is now the Brookrldp Avenue area. Judge Lindsey, Denver Jouvenile Judge, was proghram headliner that 
first year. 

1905 Population of Ames: 3,292. 

Armory built on south side of Fifth Street a half block west of Kellogg corner. Commercial Club and 
National Guard raised $10,000 cost. It provided auditorium facility for Ames. Plays, musicals, public 
meetings were held there. Dances, and basketball games were held there as well. Torn down 1985. Iowa 
State played their first intercollegiate basket ball here in 1907/8. (Converted to O'Neil Dairy in about 
1923. Torn down in 1985. 

Bethesda Lutheran Church organized May 5,1905. Congregation (1904/5) purchased the original Catholic 
Church building moving it across the street to the southwest corner of Second and Oak. 

1906 New steel water tower was built east of Duff on Sixth Street. It was a part of an expanded water system. 
Olmsted master desip plan for I.S.C.campus received in June. 

1907 On February 22nd, the Iowa State women played Iowa State's first intercollegiate basketball game defeating 
Simpson Collep at Indianola. Score:16 - 13. 

Cinder path was constructed between the campus and downtown Ames. Included was a foot bridge (south of 
railroad bridp over Squaw Creek. Much used by Iowa State students until about 1948. 

Charles Warren Fairbanks, Vice President of the Unted States during Theodore Roosevelt's second term 
(1905-1909), spoke in Ames on May 2nd. 

Ames A Collep (Dinkey) Railroad sold to Ft.Dodp, Des Moines and Southern Railroad. The line was built 
from Kelley north into Ames that year. Interurban made its first run down Ames' Nain Street in July. 

The Scenic Theater, Ames' first movie house opened at 121 Main Street. Name chanpd to the Twin Star in 

1913 when acquirfed by Joe Gerbrach. 

1908 Iowa State men, on Feb.20th, played their first intercollegiate basketball; they lost to Kansas U.at Ames. 
Score: 53-35. One week later they defeated Drake University. Score: 36 - 17. Both games were played in 
the Armory on Fifth Street in Ames. 

Railroad built a second foot bridp over Squaw Creek and north of the railroad bridp to prevent students 
from climbing the railroad company's fences east of Squaw Creek. 

Methodists dedicated new church at Sixth A Kellogg. 

1909 On April 20th voters approved ps franchise to Pratt Company of Chicap. Ames then could cook with ps. 
Vote: Yes:369; No:64. 

Story County consiPred idea of having a County Hospital. (See: 1950) 







Iowa Sanitarium opened at Nevada. Operated by the Seventh Adventist Church it was affiliated with the 
Battle Creek, Michigan Sanitarium. The four story frame building burned in 1943. 

Newton and Northwestern Railroad was sold and merged with the Ft.Dodge, Des Moines i. Southern line. 
Connected with the Fort Dodge Line at Midvale south of Ames. Line was then electrified, extended to Des 
Moines from Midvale. Newton connection discontinued. 

Ames reports of heavy passenger train ticket sales for the C.B N.W. Line were the highest in Iowa. 

City Council changed the name of Hoggatt Avenue to Grand Avenue following petitions by residents. College 
students had nicknamed the street 'Pig Alley'. 

On July 3rd, the I.A.C. and Ames celebrated the fiftieth annlverary of the decision to locate the College 
in Story County. Special trains came from Nevada and Doone. Kate Shelly, railroad heroine of Boone, was a 
special guest in Ames for that occasion. 20,000 people reported to have visited the campus that day. 

Voters turned down a proposal to sell the city-owned light plant to a private utility. Vote: Yes: 138 - No: 
148 Parey S he1 don had opposed the sale.l 

Newton and Northwester railroad was purchased by the new Fort Dodge and Southern electric line. Connected 
with the Fort Dodge line at Midvale south of Ames. Line then extended to Des Moines. Line to Newton was 
discontinued. 

Chicago and Northwestern Railroad reported that ticket sales at hoes were the highest for the line in the 
state of Iowa. 

Population of Ames was 4,223. College enrollment:1,723. 

Commercial Saving Bank was organized. Later merged with Union National and Story County Banks. Now part 
of the Firstar Bank of Ames. 

Onondaga officially became Main Street that year and was paved with creosote wood blocks. 

Theodore Roosevelt spoke from north steps of the Ames Depot at 7:45 A.M. on September 1st. Crowd estimated 
at 5000. 

On May 22nd the First Baptist Church dedicated their new chiurch on corner of Kellogg and Fifth. 

Article entitled 'Why Ames Should Have a Hospital* appeared on front page of the Ames Evening Times of 
October 20th. 

Grand Avenue was paved north to Ninth Street with wood block. That same year Ames was taken to court by the 
clay brick people of Iowa. At issue was the question as to the use of wood 'brick* material. Case was 
heard in Vebster County District court at Fort Dodge. Case was won by the City. J.Y.Luke was Ames City 
Attorney. 

Four thousand heard Billy Sunday speak at the Ames Chautauqua grounds on August 17th. An Ames native, 
Sunday was a headline speaker for Chautaua that year. 




toes got a new Post Office. Located on southeast corner of lellogg and Plfth Street. Corner Stone laying 
was celebrated on September 30th. General Rush B.Lincoln, of Iowa State, was in charge of the parade that 
day. 


Wireless station located on Icwa State campus. Great potential was expected. At first a temporary aeriel 
was attached to the top of the College water tower. Presumably!) became the more permanent ameteur station 
that operated under the call letters of 9YI. (See: 1922 and 1950) 

Ground broken for the Princess theater at 117 Main Street. Located two doors east of the Scenic theater. 
Name changed to the Capital theater In 1927. 

The August 3rd issue of the Ames Intelligencer reported that there were forty-two passenger trains 
currently scheduled through Ames each twenty-four hours. Twenty-six were east and west bound, and sixteemn 
were north and south bound. In addition there were eigit electric interurban cars leaving Ames for Des 
Moines and eight interurbans arriving in Ames from Des Moines each day. 

Titanic sinking claimed former Ames resident. Walter D.Douglass, a former Ames resident and the son of 
George Douglass for whom Douglas(s) Avenue was named, was one of the men who went down with the ship 
because there were no more life boats available. Also, Albert F.Caldwel 1, a survivor of the Titanic 
became Principal of Ames High School in 1914. Caldwell was booked for several summers on the Chaugtauqua 
circut talking about his family's Titanic experience. 

Olsan building was the first fireproof building on Main Street. Billy Sunday was present at the August 16th 
dedication when the corner stone was laid. Located in southwest corner of Burnett and Main.Memorbelika was 
placed in a steel box set into the northeast corner of the building. 

Boy Scouts and Girl Pioneers were under discussion in Ames.. Boy Scout and Camp Pire Girl leadership school 
was conducted jointly for all interested potential leaders. E.C.Bishop, of the College Staff was in 
charge. Campfire Girl programs developed at about this time as well. 

Mrs.C.P.Curtiss organized the first Girl Scout troop In Ames. 

The Central Iowa Fair for first time in Ames. Fair grounds located in northeast Ames. Fair incorporated 
in 1913 operated in late summers though 1723. 

A new High School building was built on Clark Avenue between Fifth and Sixth Streets. Plroudfoot, Bird 
and Rawson of Des Moiens were the architects. 

The Milwaukee Railroad was building it 'mammoth' single track bridge over the Des Moines rive west of 
Madrid. 

State Board of Education announced plan to move Heme Economics Courses from the Ames campus to Iowa City. 
By April of 1913 that decision had been reversed. 

Ames National Bank built new building on Main & Kellogg corner. 

On February 12th Ames voted to relocate the municiple light plant to a location on Squaw Creek near present 
location of Sixth Street, in a delayed action the Ames City Council, instead, chose to enlarge and improve 
the existing light plant in its original location. 

Chemistry building on I.S.C. Campus burned in March. Pearson Hall now stands on the same location. 







Family Camping at Chautauqua was popular. 69 signed up that year. 

Asphalt paving for some Campus drives. 

The Tango was banned from fraternity dances that year by the Interfraternity council at Iowa State that 
year. 

Street cars carried 133 passengers per hour between downtown Ames and the campus. 

1914 Lincoln Highway routed through Ames. Boone Street from east edge of town to Pike Street (now Sheldon) 
corner was renamed Lincoln Vay. 

IXiff and Lincoln Vay oiled. 

Ames Building & Loan received certification.(Vas later the Ames Savings and is today the Brenton Bank.) 

Boy Scouts of America Council formed in Ames on March 23rd. First officers were: Herman Knapp, Prsldent; 
J.C.Cunningham, Vice President; L.V.Forman, Secretary; E.C.Potter, Treasurer. First Commissioner was 
H.A.Scullen, and other council members were L.C.Harris, Jack Prall, William Hintz.J.P.Clyde, and 
J.C.Pomeroy. 

On June 23rd. a feature of the Rural Life Conference, held during Iowa State's sunmer session, an Indian 
Council Fire and other related demonstrations were held on campus. Ernest Thompson Seton, naturalist and 
one of the founders of the Boy Scouts of America, and Mrs. Frances Gulick, a natgional Campfire leader from 
New York City, were participants. Sessions featured lectures by Dr.Luther Gulick on Campfire programs. 
This was the first such training session for Campfire work outside of New York City. Prof.E.C.Bishop, An 
Agricultural Department Staff member at Iowa State, was in charge of the conference. Prof. William (Bill) 
Gaessler and his wife first became interested in the Campfire work at that time. 

An Iowa State College Music Festival was organized by Prof. Jaffrey C. Harris. Ernestine Schumann-Heink, 
Louise Homer, Maud P awell, John McCormick, and Pablo Casals were artists in first years pn the 
seriesoriginated that year. The New York Symphony Orchestra, under Walter Damrosch, made their first 
appearance in Ames onMarch 17th and made a return appearance on April 4, 1917. The concert series became 
an annual event. 

Lake Comar, located north of Ames, opened as a recreational park. A popular swimming and boating spot for 
area folks. 

1915 Squaw Creek bridge north of I.S C.Campus was built by prison labor. 

College Savings Bank organized by C.J.Lynch. Later became University Bank and Trust and merged with the 
Union Story Bank. Now part of Firstar Bank of Ames.. 

First airplane to land at Ames made an emergency landing during last week of June. Elllng Weeks made 
emergeny landing in oat field near Duff Avenue north of 13th Street. 

On April 28th Ames voters approved the building of a new City Hall on the site of the old town hall. Vote: 
332 YES - 31 NO. 

Cornerstone for a new City Hall was laid with large crowd on hand on August 6th. 
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In December the Town Council voted to pave over six miles of downtown residential streets. Included was 
the paving of Lincoln Way from the east city limits to the Squaw Creek bridge. This was the first paving 
in toes other than on Haln Street and Grand Avenue. 

Municipal light plant underwent 'dramatic' expansion and Improvement that year. 

Capt. W.M.Greeley announced his plan to build a hospital In memory of his wife, Mary Gfreeley. 

1916 Congregatioanal State Conference built first student center near campus. Ames National Bank Building is 
there today. 

Methodists organize their Colleglte church. Meetings began in the Champlln building on corner of Welch and 
Lincoln Way. 

President Taft spent several days in March as guest of President Pearson at the tooll. Delivered three 
addresses to large crowds in State Gym. 

Masonic Building was built by Captain W.M.Hreeley. Is now the Octagon Art Center. 

William Jennings Bryan spoke in the State Gymnasium. One of several Ames appearance for Bryan. 

Ames gets first motor fire engine. 

Grand Avenue graveled north to Walter Grove farm.CNow 24th Street). 

Street Car line opens loop route around I.S.C.Campus. 

Sheldon Munn Hotel was officially opened May 31st. 

Mary Greeley Hospital dedicated in September. 

President Wilson slept while his train passed through Ames at 6:15 A.M. on October 5th. 

1917 Collegiate Presbyterian Church dedicated. 

Tilden Grocery was named high volume grocery in Ames. 

The Ames Cemetery Association turned ownership over to the City as it became the Ames Municiple Cemetery. 

Wilson Highway was routed through Ames. Brought to four the number of named highway systems passing this 
way. Lincoln, Jefferson, Wilson, and the Custer Battlefield Highways were marked routes in Ames. 

Work began on the first telephone building in Ames. Completed 1918. Addition in 1923. 

Odd Fellows building burned in Decmber. Todal loss. 

1918 Odd Fellows building was rebuilt. Since 1947 it has been owned by the American Legion. 

Methodists announced plans to build near campus. 

Flu epidemic took 51 lives on the I.S.C. campus within a 7 week peiod. 
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Lincoln Way bridge over Squaw Creek goes down the evening of June 28th following flood waters earlier that 
month. It was 1921 before a new bridge was built and open to traffic. 

As an emergency matter, the old horse drawn fire wagon was housed in Champlln's barn in Campustown while 
the Squaw Creek bridge was out. 

City proposed overhead at Carroll Ave. One of several such proposals not agreed to by the Railroad. 

Ames Canning factory opened in August. 

1919 Thomas H.MacDonald, Chief Engineer for Iowa Highway Commission since 1904, became the first Director of the 
Federal Bureau of Roads in Washington, D.C. 

On July 25th, Dwight D.Elsenhower, a young military officer, was In charge of a military unit with a coast 
to coast motorcade as it passed through Ames. 280 men and 60 U.S.Army trucks were included. 

An Iowa State College fraternity was charged with stealing one of Dean Curtiss'prize hogs for a pig roast. 
Ten members of the fraternity were expelled from college as a result. 

Heta Snook, an Ames young woman, brought a wrecked Canadian Army plane back to Ames. After rebuilding it 
she took passengers for flights over Ames. Soon she went to Californa where she taught Amelia Earhart to 
fly. 

The American Theater opened in Campustown in December. The first to be permitted in the west Ames businees 
district. A year later was renamed the Ames Theater by its new owners, the Blank Co.of Des Moines. 

On December 30th Ames first Mayor, William West, age 96, died at Rock Rapids. 

1920 Ames population: 6,270. College enrollment: 4.475. 

P.F.Hopkins became Ames' first city manager. 

Ames voters on March 11th approved bond issue for city's share of cost for Lincoln Way bridge over Squaw 
Creek. Vote was 825 yes - 310 No. 

Sunset Rock located in woods at west edge of Ames proposed as a state park by Prof.L.H.Pammel, the ‘Father 1 
pf the State Park system. (Area now known as Munn Woods) 

With women now voting, on April 9th, Ames voted $50,000 school bonds for building additions.on Lincoln and 
Welch. Vote: 341 YES - 14 NO. 

Ben Cole's bid of $49,278.89 for construction of Squaw Creek bridge accepted. Completed in December. 
Commercial Club changed name to ‘Chamber of Coamerce*. 

1921 Contract let for paving Lincoln Way from Squaw Creek west to Pike (Sheldon) Avenue then north to 
‘Olsanville* corner (where Sheldon turns northwesterly toward Hyland Avenue). 

Methodists dedicate their first building in the caipus area on January 23rd. The Wesley Foundation, 
known as the ‘shack*, was a temporary construction; It served until a permanent church was built. Was 
removed in 1936. 
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On June 15th Carrie Chapman Catt, international Women's Suffrage leader, delivered the commencement address 
at Iowa State College. The occasion was also her 41st anniversary of her own graduation. 

In February J.L.Powers, of Cedar Rapids, purchased the Ames Tribune from V.G.V111 lams, who had owned the 
paper for nine years.. 

Bell Telephone became the sole telephone company operating in Ames. 

1922 VOI radio began broadcasting in Hay. (See: 1911 nd 1950) 

College Armory burned the night of December 16th. Dramatic fire because of explosives in the building. 
Was rebuilt using some of steel frame that remained.. 

Boy Sr it headquarters cabin built on Fifth Street to serve as Scout Executive's office, meeting place for 
scout troops and Courts of Honor events. Lions Club raise funds for its construction and provided volunteer 
labor. A.B.Iimball, Head of Archetectural Engineering at Iowa State designed the structure. It remained 
in use at that location until 1928. 

A tourist camp was maintained at the Ames Chautauqua Park for the growing number iof auto tourists 
traveling through Ames. Was well patronized. Many thank you letters received by the City. 

State obtain lease with option to purchase land in Ames for construction of storage buildings to house 
heavy highway construction equipement. 

Veishea began, combining college celebrations of St.Patric's Day, Agrici iral Carnival, Hay Day Fete into 
one all college demonstration event for people of Iowa. 

1923 On August 1st Parley Sheldon, prominent citizen of Ames, deeded to the State of Iowa a tract of land along 
the south side of Lincoln Way and adjacent to the Grand Avenue intersection. That gift deed contained the 
stipulation that it would become the site of the Iowa Highway Commission's headquarters building. The names 
of over 160 people, organizations, and business concerns, who had contributed the total of $16,500 paid for 
the site, was attached and made a part of that deed. 

On Au^ist 6th the funeral train bearing the body of President Warren G.Harding slowly passed through Ames 
at 7 A.M. More that 6000 persons from Ames and surrounding towns gathered at the Chicago and Northwestern 
Railroad Station that morning to pay homage to the deceased president. 

1924 The Iowa Hlgiway Commission staff moved into their new headquarters building on Lincoln Way in Ames. 

The second Summit Hine, located northeast of Gilbert, opened with much local promotion. (See:1893) Ceased 
operation in 1928 due to problems with flooding of the shaft. 

Ku Ilux Klansmen from much of central Iowa gather in Ames for big ‘Klonklave'at Maxwell park in northeast 
Ames. An estimated 8,000 people witnessed the Elan's parade followed by the Inlatlon of forty new members. 
300 to 400 Klansmen and Klanswomen participated. Two crosses were burned that night, one during the 
initiation, and another near the corner of thirteenth and Maxwell Avenue. 

United Brethern dedicated new church in June. 

City Council voted a tax support for the city band. Band first incorporated in 1925. 
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1925 hues population was 9,324. 

William (Bill) Gaessler and his wife, Myrtle, founded the Campfire Girls Camp Canvita at north edge of 
Ames. That year the Campfire girls camped using tents on timber land provided by Valter Grove. (See: 
1926) 

1926 On February 23rd, M.L.Hutton, Highway Commission engineer, announced the completion of the 13th Street road 
and bridge. 

Gerbrach brothers open Ames' first commercial airport. Located on east Lincolnway 

Swinming pool voted down on March 30th. Vote: 325 YES - 615 NO. In May following that vote R.E.Carr 
announced that he would manage to build a pool himself. Pool is today the 'Carr Pool*. 

On May 4th the City Council awarded the contract for the removal of the wood block pavement on Main Street 
and Grand Avenue and the repaving of those streets with concrete. That contract included paving for 
additional streets, including Hyland, Campus, Oakland and North Lincoln Vay (now Sheldon) in the Fourth 
Ward. 

Collegiate Methodist Church dedicated June 6,1926. 

Chautauqua opened for a week in August as usual at grounds in northeast Ames. 

That summer the Campfire Girls announced their new permanent cabin off of Duff Avenue in northeast Ames on 
land donated by Valter and Inez Grove. Some years later Valter Grove donated the rest of his adjoining 
farm land as a memorial park In memory of his wife Inez. 

Fourteen families camped in the college-provided camping area located northwest of the college armory (east 
of cemetery) while their fathers and some mothers attended summer sessions. Most were public school people 
taking graduate work. One family was in camp for their fifth year. Forty-three campers were reported in a 
July 29th news account. Camp facilities were known as 'Tent City' (See: 1929). 

1927 The Chautauqua board voted on March 9th not to continue their annual program. Attendnce had waned In 
recent years; there were too many competing activites. 

Ames School Board purchased the Chautauqua auditorium and moved it to the High School athletic grounds on 
Lincoln Vay where it was made into the Ames High Field House. It was removed in 1965 after the new Ames 
High School had been built between Sixteenth and Twentieth Streets on west side of Ridgewood Avenue. 

John Ames named Ames' city manager, a position he held until he retired in 1953. 

Just 16 days after Lindbergh's famous flight over the Atlantic, Clarence Chamberlin, a former 

I.S.C.Student, became the second to fly the Atlantic. He was the first to carry a passenger accross the 
Atlantic. August 26th was Camberblain Day in Ames when he was honored at Iowa State's commencement and 
was a celebrated guest at a noon luncheon in the banquet room at Margaret Hall. 

New cable suspension foot bridge built over Squaw Creek in Brookside Park. 

1928 Municiple Court approved by Ames voters on June 15th. (525 yes to 224 no votes.) J.Y.Luke became first 

Ames Municiple Court Judge. 
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Story County's Diamond Jubilee and Old Setters' Homecoming held in Ames - October 4 - 5 - 6 . Great Pagent 
depicting pioneer tife was presented Friday evening on State Field. 1000 singers from all of Story County 
heard in final episode. 

Boy Scout's Timberhitch Cabin on Fifth Street was moved to Brookside Park. Scout headquarters then was 
moved to basement of the Ames Public Library. Clyde Hesse was Scout Executive. 

1929 The Milepost, a weekly newspaper, published its first issue on Oct.10,1929. Published by Service 
Printing Co. headed by Galen Tilden, located in the Masonic Building. Arthur T.Thompson, Editor 

C.8..N.W. says ’No 1 to Clark Avenue crossing. (See: 1971) 

Lincoln Vay rerouted directly west from Ames to avoid rail crossing in Boone County. 

St.John's By The Campus Episcopal Church was completed on the corner of Lincoln Vay and Stanton. (See: 
1899) 

Ft.Dodge, Des Moines & Southern petitioned state Commerce Commission for permission to cease operating 
street cars in Ames for the sunmer months. By September that year buses had replaced street cars and 
street car operation was not resumed. 

A July 8th report stated that rsidents of ‘Tent City* on the campus represented seven states that year with 
seventeen families in camp. Campers provided own tents and elected a 'Mayor and Council 1 for the sunmer. 
(See: 1926) 

1930 College enrollment: 5,735. 

1931 Junior Chamber of Commerce organized. 

Rudy Valee's wife visited Ames relatives on October 3rd. 

First beer 1 icence issued in Ames. 

1935 Music PavIlian (Band Shell) in City Park was dedicated. 

In a referendum the voters approved the transfer of *25,000 from the electric light fund for the 
construction of the Grand Avenue undepass. Vote: 2,312 YES - 2,005 NO. 

V.S.Rupe acquired the Ames Tribune from J. L. Powers. 

1937 On March 9th a controversial school bond referendum resulted in Ames voters choosing to build a new High 
School on the old central school site rather than on a tract of open land north of 13th Street on Grand 
Avenue as proposed by the School Board. Vote was considered a victory for a Fourth Ward Committee that had 
fought the 13th Street location. (See: 1990) 

On May 5th a bond issue was approved by the voters to build a new High School on the old Central School 
location. 

Joe Gerbrach built the Varsity Theater in Campustown. 

1938 Ben Cole S. Sons built the Grand Avenue Underpass. 
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Margaret Hall destroyed by fire in April. LeBaron Hall on that site today. 

A new Ames High School building also built by Ben Cole & Sons. Open Pall of 1939. 

First beer permit issued in Campustown. 

1940 Ames population: 10,261. College enrollment: 7,909. 

1941 First National Bank (Ames Trust l Savings) moved to new building on southwest corner of Fifth and Kellogg. 

1942 Blizzard on New Years Day isolated Ames. A record 24 Inches in 24 hours. A few days later a 24 below zero 
temperature was reported in Ames. A Life Magazine photographer was stranded at the Sheldon Munn Hotel. A 
two-page spread of his pictures taken on Ames' Main Street appeared in the magazine on January 19th. 

On April 28th the voters of Ames approved a bond issue to establish an Ames Municiple Airport. Vote was 
1,225 for and 357 opposed. Construction began in 1943 after acquisition of land south of town. Today's 
up-to-date airport has been the result. 

1943 The Iowa Sanitarium and Hospital located at Nevada burned. It was not rebuilt. (See: 1909 and 1950) 

1944 The Ames Chamber of Commerce reorganized. Newly incorporated in June that year. 

1948 Sixth Street extentlon to the Iowa State campus officially opened that spring. 

Girl Scout Council formed in Ames and granted charter by national organization. 

1950 Ames population: 22,898 The first U.S.Census to include college enrollments as a part of local 
population. 

WOI-TV went on the air. A first among educational Institutions, and the first in Iowa. Carried all four 
networks. (See: 1911, 1922, and 1952) 

Cornerstone laid for the Story County Hospital locatewd in Nevada. (See: 1909, and 1943) 

1951 First Parking meters installed on Main Street. 

On August 27th Ames voters turned down a proposed bond Issue of *70,000 for the purchase of the Homewoood 
Holf Course. The Vote: Total 1,244 cast. 482 YES - 762 NO. 

1952 Dwight D.Eisenhower, who had Just announced his candidacy for the Presidency of the United States, made an 
important political speech from the WOI-TV Station on the Iowa State Campus at Ames. 

1956 An official proposal that the National Animal Disease Laboratory be located 'near Ames, Iowa in the center 
of the nation's livestock industry,* was submitted to the U.S.Secretary of Agriculture jointly by the 
governor of Iowa, the president of Iowa State College and the Mayor of Ames. (See: 1961) 

1957 Cook's Paint Store burned in major fire on Main Street in January. 

1959 The name of the Iowa State College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts was changed to the Iowa State 

University of Science and Technology. (See: 1898) 
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1960 Last scheduled passenger train passed through toes on March 12th.. 
toes population: 27,003. 

1961 The National Animal Disease Laboratory (NADL) opened at Ames. New the National Animal Disease Center 
(NADC). Dedication held December 14th at ISO Armory; 600 attended. U.S.Secretary of Agriculture Orville 
Freeman, NADL Director, William A.Hagen, Iowa Governor Norman Erbe, U.S.Congressman Neal Unity, and 
I.S.U.President James H.Hilton participated. 

1964 First liquor store in Ames opened. 

1965 In September and October that year the Chicago & Northwester Railroad purchased about twelve acres of land 

east of Ames preparatory to moving their switching yards out of Ames. Also in September the City of Ames 

sold $400,000 in parking lot bonds to cover portion of converting former railroad property south of Main 

Street to off-street parking for downtown Ames. 

1967 City acquired final title to off-street parking land south of Main Street from the railroad in July. 

On November 7th Ames voters approved $207,000 for the purchase of the Homewood Golf course. (See: 1951) 

1968 Ames voters reject a bond issue to build a new City Hall on the north side of Sixth Street between Burnett 
and Clark. 

1970 Ames population: 39,505. 

1971 City of Ames purchased the C.&.N.V.Depot for conversion into city offices. 

Clark Avenue Railroad crossing opened. (See: 1929) 

1974 The Iowa Highway Coomissllon officially became the Highway Division of the newly established Iowa 
Department of Tranportation as of July 1st. This brought all modes of tranportation, operating within the 
state, under one adnini strati on headquarted in Ames. 

1975 The Arnold O.Chantland Resource Recovery Plant began operations on September 1st that year. 

1980 Ames population: 45,775. 

1988 New Water Polution Plant located south of Ames dedicated On August 15. Full operation of plant began on 
November 16,1989. Grand Opening and Ribbon Cutting was held on June 9,1990. 

1990 Ames populations,198. 

On April 28th the former Ames High School building, fully renovated, was dedicated as Ames' new City Hall. 
(See: 1938) 

1992 Carrie Chapman Catt Hall (Old Botany) dedicated at I.S.U. on October 19th.
